Joel  Luther  Cunningham  became  Susquehanna's  thirteenth 
president  on  September  29,  1985.  He  came  to  Susquehanna  in 
1979  as  Vice  President  of  Academic  Affairs,  Dean  of  Faculty  and 
Professor  of  Mathematics. 

Over  the  past  two  decades.  Dr.  Cunningham  devoted  himself  to 
all  aspects  of  student  life  at  Susquehanna.   He  has  helped  increase 
the  school's  endowment,  saw  the  completion  of  several  new  build' 
ings  and  the  renovation  of  others. 

On  January  28,  2000,  President  Cunningham  announced  he 
would  be  leaving  Susquehanna  to  take  a  position  in  Tennessee.   As 
he  moves  on  to  another  chapter  in  his  life,  Susquehanna  University 
and  the  Class  of  2000  would  like  to  thank  him  for  all  his  hard  work 
and  wish  him  the  best  of  luck.
